Guglish Opera-House. 

A new Musical Romance was produced at this ‘Theatre last night 
taken from the Tales of the O’Hara Family, and entitled The Deata 
Fetch ; or, the Student of Gittingen. ‘Yhe piece opens with the ar- 
rival of Ludolph, (Pearman) a soldier, and lover of Louisa’s, from 
the wars ; after their mutual delight at meeting, he anxiously enquires 
of Louisa news of her sister Matilda, and learns that she, too, has a 
lover, Ebert, a student in the university of Géttingen; heis deeply 
imbued with a taste for mysterious studies, and wild and visionary 
metaphysics ;—he enters with Matilda—a conversation ensues, in 
which the popular superstitiun of the Death Fetch is canvassed, and 
each relates some wild and wonderful tale in contirmation of the be- 
lief. Hans, too, in a dialogue with Martha, impresses her with an 
awful idea of the mysterious studies of his master. Louisa and Ma- 
tilda are conversing in their apartment, amid the gloom of twilight, 
when the fetch, or shade of Ebert steals through the room, and seats 
itself beside Matilda, who, at first, believes it Ebert himself, but, 
from its silence and pale looks,at length becomes alarmed—follows the 
retreating shade, and falls insensible as the apparition vanishes. The 
second act commences with an interview betwixt Louisa and Ludolph 
they relate their doubts and fears, and Ludolph tells a story of a fi- 
gure appearing the night before he left the camp, similar in figure to 
Ebert, who, himself, in an interview with Matilda, relates to her the 
appearance of the shade or feteh of his brother ; the shade of Ma- 
tilda now appears to Ebert in his lonely college-room ; he follows it, 
and again in the garden sees it leaning upon a funereal urn ; indeed, 
nearly the whole of this act is occupied with the mysterious appear- 
ances of Ebert and Matilda—sometimes alone, at others together.— 
The third act commences with Dr. Von Sassin and Ludolph planning 
to deceive the lovers, into the belief that the appearances each had 
seen were realities. A journey to the Hartz Mountains is taken by 
Ebert—Matilda follows—a meeting amidst the wild scenery of these 
hills takes place ; the felches of both appear amidst the mist of a 
cataract, and the lovers expire in each others arms. Such is a briel 
outline of the story. Of the acting, we must speak in the highest 
praise :—Miss Kelly displayed all her wonted skill in depicting the 
wild and mysterious alarms of Maliida ;: Miss Paton sang and acted 
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with spirit and energy.; Miss Goward was very successful, as were 
Keeley and Pearman: indeed, all did their utmost, and we shall take 
an early opportunity of particularizing their merits. The music is 
common-place, and only redeemed by the brilliant singing of Miss 
Paton .—the overture a palpable imitation of Weber ; indeed, this 
pervades the whole. ‘The piece was received by a crowded house with 
warm applause, which increased on Mr. Bartley announcing it for re- 
petition ; it will, doubtless, have a long run. 





The following correspondence has appeared in The Morning Post, 
relative to the dispute between Sig. Velluti and the Female Choristers. 
Sir—lIn reply to the attack which has been made upon myself, and 
the other female choristers, by Signor Velluti, in The Morning Post 
of this day, we deny that the letter which was sent by us to Signor 
Velluti deserves the charaeter of ‘ extremely impudent,’ which Signor 
Velluti has aseribed to it. It merely remonstrated with him, in a suit- 
able manner, upor his injustice in withholding from us that recom- 
pense for our labours, to which we are lawfully entitled, as the deci- 
sion of the Magistrate has determined ; ard if we ventured to differ 
from Signor Velluti, upon a question of English law and justice, our 
presumption was certainly not so great as his, who has presumed in 
his letter, which appeared this day in the Morning Post, to impute 
injustice to the decision of an English Magistrate. Signor Velluti 
pretends that we asked for our right in an impertinent manner ; but, 
Sir, he must be very ignorant of English feeling and English justice, if 
he imagines he can withold from others their just dues upon any such 
arbitary and overbearing principle; and he onght to have made some 
allowance, if a spirit of indignation had been manifested by a few 
humble and necessitous females, when their rightful pittances were 
withheld from them by a person in the affluent circumstances of Signor 
Velluti. Signor Velluti also complains that we offended him by asking 
as a right, that which we ought to have solicited as a favour. The 
truth is none of the Female Choristers are on very sociable terms with 
Signor Velluti, and as to asking a favour of him, we know that we 
should get nothing by ourasking, if we were ; but our rights we shall 
certainly enforce from him—suchrights, at least, as a Magistrate can 
assist us to—we mesn our pecuniary rights.
